ble to every gardener. Thc'green fruit 
comes into use very early—the ripe fruit 
hangs on the bushes a long time—it is a sin- 
gular fact that there is so little attention 
paid to the cultivation of a fruit that pro- 
duces so abundantly.

C. GIUJEST, Jr., says that Nurserymen of 


this section, like fanners, have been too 
negligent in cultivating the small fruits.

would name the Gooseberry for instance as, 
one well worthy of more general cultivation 
Many of the English varieties are too liable 
to mildew in the United States.

it. 
The whole plot should be kept free- 


from weeds ; the open strip will answer as 
a walk to gather the fruit; after the fiuit is 
jathercd the bare strip should be dug and 
prepared for the occupancy of new runners ; 
by the middle of August the strip trill be 
set with plants, and the old strip of plants 
should be dug under and the young plants 
properly thinned—a deep loam is the most 
suitable soil 


WM. B. WILSON said farmers could have 


a'l the easilj cultivated small fruits with 
little tiouble. They promote health, be- 
sides the pleasure it affoids a person to be 
able to treat his friends to a dish of Straw- 
berries. 


In answer to tho question asked, whether 


the cultivation of Dwarf Pear is profitable ? 
The President remarked that he had plant- 
ed some 25 trees last Spring, which arc 
now producing blossom buds, but cannot 
tell whether they will be profitable yet from 
liis own experience in raising them. 
He 


then read an essay on the cultivation of tlm 
DwarfJPear, by S G. Yeomans, before the 
fruit growers' Society of Western New York. 
Mr. Yeomans stated that he had 14"0 trees 
of the AiiKOiilame on one-thiid of an acre; 
they j-iohhd about 30 barrek; of these, five 
baiiel« were blown off by the wind, and. ' 
woie sold for from six to eighteen dollars 
jerbanel; but the best six barrels sold 
for one hundred and fifty-six dollars, 
per barrel. The whole third of an acre 
yielded him five hundred dollars. 
The 


trees are planted ton feet apart, cultivated 
by hordes at less expense than culth ating- 
potatoes. The best barrel v as, fil led w ith 105 
pears. 
He has aheady had application 


for his next year's crop

two and one half bushels.
